Vatican ilo(U'eo.s, which havi; Jiot 
tjJjjipjfQdnOue jpfc t)i' tittle tho obli^a- 
tionB of civil obodionoo that Catholics 
boar towards tlio civil powers, aiul in 
proof thereof asserts that tiio doctrino 
of InftUAtoilitj. was a diviue tcuat be- 



fore the Vatican Council was hold; 
that the GounciJ announced no now 
dogma, but siinply declared an old 

truth; that the position of Catholics 
in respect to civil alle;;'ian('e is pre- 
cisely as before; that the civil power 
of the Christian world liitherto stood 
in peaceful relations with tho lufalli- 
ble Church, and these relations were 
afterward recojjfhiied and declared in 
the Councils of tho Church baforo the 
Vatican Council, and that Council 
made no decrees iu regard to civil 
])owor nor civil allegiance, «tMa'-Btib- 
ject being never oven proposed. The 
.\rchbishop says: "Civil obediiMico 
rests on natural laws. Kevoaled truth 
in tho law of (led. Society is found- 
ed on f nature, and subjects are 
bound gin all things wliich are 
lawful to obey their rulers. iMr. 
CHadstono's argument hangs upon 
an erroneous assum])tion, nnd T can 
onlj' Kupixise him to have been misled 
bv'a misplaced tiint in Dr. Dollinger 
and his friends. But! for my lielief in 
Mr, Clladstone's sincerity, 1 should say 
it was an act of iujy.sticq, .p^_ harm- 
ony with the great stfitesiriaiil'i^hfe and 
unless the providence of God and the 
good sense of Engflishmf'n avert its 
evils, tho consequence may tarnish his 
great name." 

Tho "Times" sides with Gladstone, 
sayi&g that the imporfcknt question of 
what is lawful can, according to tho 
Archbishop, only bo" dociflod by 
tho Pope. 

Tho "Telegraph" says the pamphlet 
lias rovivod the Natioh's confidence in 
Gladstone. 

The "Pall Mall Gazette" cpntends 
that Gladstone is not right in flinging 
a firebrand into the religious commu- 
nity: saying it is none of his concern 
whether Catholic principles load to 
dislayalty. It is 'no part of a st ates- 
man's duty to raise a popular outcry 
while tho dangers remain theorotical. 

The "Post" says, "Reverence for 
our institutions is not Gladstone's 
strong point. This isnot kis first mis- 
calculation." • '
